Georgia Relief Director 
Named After George,

Applications for enlistment in the 
emergency employment reforestation 
camps, two of which are expected to 
be located in Georgia, should be filed 
with Herman De La Perriere, direc- 
tor of the Georgia relief administra- 
tion, Senators Russell and George an- 
nounced in-~Washington Saturday 
after a conference with officials of 
, the United States department. of 
labor. 

Meanwhile, applications, complete 
and incomplete, are pouring into the 
office of Otto F. Bading, United 
States director of unemployment in 
Georgia. Mr Bading said Saturday 
night that he would be glad, of course, 
to transmit applications to Mr. De 
La Perriere but had not been directed 
to do so by the labor department. 

Bading directed attention to the 
fact that applications should include 
the age, whether married or single, 
number of dependents and whether 
an ex-service man. He said that more 
than 3,500 applicationg@ had been filed 
the past week. The Georgia senators 
were told that the state would be as- 
signed an equitable quota of the 250.- 
000 persons to be selected for refores- 
tation work. 

Present plang: of the department, 
it was announced in Washington, eall 
for the enlistment of laborers only. 
Those se'ected for employment will be 
recruited by the army and navy re- 
cruiting stations in the state. Army 
supplies now on -hand will be avail- 


able for use. Actual manual labor 
will be required and army discipline 
will be maintained. Recruits will be 
furnished food, lodging and medical 
treatment and $1 per day and will be 
required to allot a substantial part 
of their cash allowance to the benefit 
of their families and dependents. 

Both the Georgia senators pointed 
out that these temporary plans are 
subject to change, modification or en- 
largement and proper announcements 
of such changes will be made from 
time to time. 


Senate Group Ends 
Securities Hearing 


WASHINGTON, April. 8.—(P)— 
The senate banking committee today 
concluded its long hearings on the ad- 
ministration securities regulation bill 
after the full weight of President 
Roosevelt’s influence had been thrown 
behind the principle of its revocation 
provisions. | 

The legislation, already revised in 
many particulars, will now undergo 
further scrutiny in private before it 
is reported to the senate, while a 
house interstate committee subcom- 
mittee is redrafting a similar measure 
at the other end of the capitol. 

Ollie M. Butler, commerce depart- 
ment securities expert, told the bank- 
ing committee today he had been au- 
thorized to say that President Roose- 
velt favored: the “idea of revocation” 
in the bill, but not necessarily the 
detailed clauses. 

Much criticism has been leveled at 
this section, which authorizes the 
trade commission to revoke registra- 
tions of security issues for various 
reasons, including misrepresentation 
and fraud. Opponents have claimed 
it would hamper the selling of honest 
issues because buyers would balk, feel- 
ing there was a constant threat of

The ruling confirmed earlier deci- 


liott, announced from the bench in two 
different hearings, and was filed to 
clarify the record in the event of an 
appeal from the temporary injunction 
which restrained Station KSOO from 
“pirating” Associated Press news. 

Judge Elliott issued the injunction 
March 14, supplanting the temporary 
restraining order: granted with the 
filing of the suit against the Sioux 
Falls Broadcast Association, which 
operates Station KSOO. . 

Odin Davis, of counsel for the 
bfoadcast association. said an appeal 
would be taken to the United States 
circuit court of appeals.

FEWER SCHOOLS 


Eliminations and Mer- 
gers Forecast for Meet- 
ing Here on Saturday. 


First steps in the reorganization, of 
the university system are expected to 
be taken by the board of regents at a 
special meeting to be held next Satur- 
day at the state capitc!. 

Under authority vested in the board 
by a recent legislative act, the regents 
are empowered to make any changes 
in the curricula or to order any 
eliminations or mergers they may see 
fit. 

Though no announcement was forth- 
coming Saturday, it has been known 
for some time that the regents desire 
to eliminate several of the smaller 
schools of the state and to merge 
several others. These matters are ex- 
pected to be taken up at next Satur- 
day's meeting. 

Two new members will sit with the 
board at its Saturday weeting as 
Judge Thomas EF. Greene, of Athens, 
resigned Saturday as the tenth dis- 
trict member and the resignation was 
accepted by Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge. The governor has not selected 
Judge Greene's successor but the ap- 
pointment is expected before Satur- 
day's all-impotrant session. The other 
new member is Marion Smith, Atian- 
ta lawyer, who succeeds Philip Welt- 
ner, also of Atlanta, as the at-large 
member of the board. 

The board also will have to select 
a new vice president at Saturdays 
session, as that post was held by Mr. 
Weltner. 

Judge Greene resigned because of 
his heavy duties in Athens, where in 
addition to serving on the municipal 
court bench he also is acting dean of 
the Lumpkin school of law of the 
University of Georgia, having been ap- 
pointed several months ago when an 
extended leave of absence was granted 
Dean H. N. Edmunds, who is recover- 
ing from a long and serious illness. 

Preliminary to the revision of the 
curricula there was a meeting Satur- 
day at the capitol of the presidents 
and deans of all institutions operating 
under the university system. This 
meeting was called by Chairman 
Hughes Spalding, of the board of re- 
gents, and was presided over by 
Chancellor Charles M. Snelling and 
President S. V. Sanford, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 


man Spalding said that the regents 
desired a standardization of curricula 
and of credits for the new school year 
which begins in September and that 
the board desired to have the neces- 
sary changes made at this time in or- 
der that they could be put in the an- 
nual catalog furnished prospective 
students by each institution.

GEORGIA REVENUE 


$300,000 IN 


Big Yield Reported De- 
spite Desrease in-Income 
From Gasoline Tax. 


The total income of the state of 
Georgia during 1932 was $32,031,- 
306.32 despite a 10 per cent decrease 
in the yield from gasoline tax, the 
chief source of revenue, State Auditor 
‘Yom Wisdom reported to Governor 
kKiugene ‘Talmadge Saturday after com- 
pleting the annual audit of the state 
treasury. 

The income was dispensed to vari- 
ous state departments and agencies, 
$27,908,125.95 going to those depart- 
ments which receive direct allocations 
by law and by the appropriations act 
of 1931 and the balance went under 
the provisions of the. appropriations 
act alone... | 

Only three of the state’s various 
sources of revenue showed an increase 
during the year. The poll tax in- 
come increased 22 per cent, the in- 
come tax yield increased 5 per cent 
and the occupational tax on profes- 
sional persons yielded an increase of 
29 per cent. Other minor levies 
which are not placed in any general 
showed an_ increased 
yield of 3 per cent. 

The greatest decreases were made 
in the gross sales receipts levy and 
the inheritance tax, the former plung- 
ing downward 71 per cent and the 
latter falling off 42 per cent. ‘The 
general property tax was off but 5 
per cent during the year. The cigar 


rand cigaret tax yield was off 12 per 


cent and the yield from the sale of 
antomobilé license tax suffered a drop 
similar to that in gasoline taxes, 10 
per cent. 

The state auditor reported that the 
accounts of State Treasurer M. L. 
Ledford showed that approximately 
$4,000,000 in taxes for 1932 and pre- 
vious years remains uncollected but 
in commenting on the audit Mr. Wis- 
dom points out that there is no indi- 
tation that this can be collected in 
the immediate future. 


COTTONSEED MEAL 
IN FOOD EMPLOYED 
IN PELLAGRA FIGHT 


COLUMBIA, 8. C., April 8.—(#)— 
Development of a new and cheaper 
weapon for the fight against pellagra 
was reported by the South Carolina 
food research commission today, 

The new weapon is a concentrate 
made from cottonseed meal, a very 
neg 4 foodstuff now used in rations 
for farm animals, and may take the 
place of yeast and other more costly 
foods as an anti-pellagric factor. 

The discovery was disclosed by Dr. 
Harold Levine, in a paper read before 
the South Carolina Academy of 
Science here. Pointing out that pella- 
gra occurs chiefly among the very 
poor, many of whom are unable to pur- 
chase the foods known to contain the 
anti-pellagrie vitamin G, he*gaid the 
commission’s research on the pellagra 
problem had been directed toward find- 
ing new potent sources of the anti- 
pellagric vitamin which at the same 
time are so inexpensive as to be as- 
cessible to very poor families. 

Dr. Levine related that one county 
health officer had reported he was 
successfully using cottonseed meal “in 
place of the expensive yeast in the 
prevention of pellagra among families 
of low income.” 

“We have proceeded a step further,” 
he added, “and have attempted to ex- 
tract the anti-pellagric vitamin from 
cottonseed meal by various procedures 
in an effort to concentrate the effec- 
tive material so as to be comparable 
in potency with dried yeast. We have 
been able thus far to procure a con- 
centrate which is approximately four 
times as potent as the original cotton- 
seed meal. We are continuing these 
studies with the hope of preparing a 
more potent concentrate.” 

Dr. Levine said the research had 
also disclosed that “a certain edible 


variety of soybean” contains the anti- 
| pellagric factor in abundance. 


“On the basis of our findings, there- 


| fore, it would seem that clinical tests 


with this edible variety would be 
worthwhile,” he said, “and if found 
it would

FORT WASHINGTON, Md., April 
&.—(UP)—Blistered hands and sun- 
burned necks brought paradoxical 
pleasure today to the first members 
‘of President Roosevelt's army of 250,- 
“000 amateur woodsmen. ' 

It has been so long since any of 
them had had any work to do -that 
they enjoyed the blisters rake handles 
raised on their palms. .They rubbed 
their reddened necks gleefully. 

Those rose, with the sun. They 
dressed in blue jeans and khaki shirts.

APPOINTS 
AID ON BANK PLANS 


Program Is Expected To 
Free Millions in Frozen 
Deposits. 
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WASHINGTON, April °.—(?)—A 
program to free milliong of dollars 
of frozen deposits in thoysands of un- 
opened state banks assumed definite 
proportions ‘tonight following closely 
upon Secretary. Woodin’s announce- 
ment of the appointment of Walter 
J. Cummings, of Chicago, as his execu- 
tive assistant to have direct charge 
of this work. 

The treasury chieftain disclosed he 
had already worked out a concrete 
plan, subject to local variations. He 


was confident it would restore to 
solvency the majority of the state 
institutions, but said that premature 
announcement of its details would 
serve no useful purpose. It is this 
plan that Cummings will administer. 

Fulfillment of Woodin’s prophecy 


‘would mean that many thousands of 


state institutions again would be in 
a position to participate in America’s 
business functions. No definite fig- 
ures are obtainable at the treasury, 
however, as to the exact number, nor 
the amount of deposits involved. 

However, at the end of March, 
5,387 national and state member 
banks of the federal reserve system 
had reopened their doors, restoring a 
deposit line of about $26,000,000,000. 
In addition, 7.350 non-member state 
institutions had likewise reopened on 
a 100 per cent basis, but the amount 
of deposits was not given. 

The latest statement of conditions 
for all banks in this country indi- 
cated a total of slightly more than 
18,000 institutions of all classes, with 
deposits of approximately $40,000,- 


J. D. Rockerfeller Jr. 
Balks at Extra Tax 


WASHINGTON, April 8&—(»>)— 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. today asked 
the board of tax appeals to set aside 
a ruling of the internal revenue bu- 
reau which would require him to pay 
an additional $828,708 personal in- 
come tax for 1930. 

The item in dispute relates to Mr. 
Rockefeller’s sale in 1930 of stock in 
the Bankers Trust Company, for 
which he hae exchanged “rights” ac- 
quired in 1927. 

The dispute is over an interpreta- 
tion of the law, and the appeal does 
not take issue with the internal reve- 
nue bureau’s statement of the facts in 
the case. 

In his petition as filed by counsel, 
Mr. Rockefeller says he acquired 
rights to subscribe to 3,422 shares, 
which cost hin. $2,878,776. He sold 
the lot in 1930 for $5,954,280. The 
profit he listed in his income tax re- 
turn as “capital net gain,” which he 
says was in accordance with his un- 
derstanding of the bureau’s interpre- 
tation of the law as it then stood.

And in addition, the prisoners raise | 
practically ali their own food. .A 
smokehouse at present is literally fill- 
ed with giant hams, large slabs of 
side meat ane other pork products, 
obtained from the 100 or more hogs 
that were butchered throughout the 
winter. Fourteen cows graze in the 
pasture land adjoining the bunk-house 
and furnish the camp’s milk supply 
And numerous hogs, fattening for 
later ‘use, roam the barn lot. 

“We watch for sales, too,” Mr. 
Holeomb said, “and take advantage of 
bargains. See here, for example,” and 
he opened a door, showing a room 
literally stacked with automobile 
truck tires. 

“We bought these, some 80 or more, 
when the tire companies had a price 
war on recently,” he said. “and saved 
a hundred or more by so doing. And 
we buy foodstuffs in the same way. 
Much of our success in economic op- 
eration of the chain gang. lies in our 
watching the newspapers for adver- 
tisements.” 

A machine shop is maintained at 
the camp, where all motor equipment 
used in connection with road work is 
kept in repair. And in quarters, aft- 
er the day’s work is done, there is a 
radio, and a banjo or two. The radio 
was presented by a Canton church to 
entertain the 70 er more men who 
are incarcerated at the present.

NEW YORK, April 8&—(#)—As 
this ups-a-daisy theatrical season ends, 
the talk about Broadway naturally 
turns to the probable winner of the 
Pulitzer prize. Last year, for the 
first time, the accolade was bestowed 


upon a musical comedy, “Of Thee I 
Sing,” but it is safe to say that the 
honor this season will go back to the 
field of straight and serious drama. 

Truthfully, there hasn’t been a play 
so outstandingly successful as to win 
the merit without an argument (as 
was the case with “Strange Inter- 
lude” and “Street Scene” of former 
years), but this is largely due to eco- 
nomic conditions. There have been a 
number of plays which won such un- 
restrainéd critical huzzahs that they 
should have been sensations at the 
box office, but this is a new era. 

Outstanding among the contestants 
are “Both Your Houses” and “An- 
other Language.” The latter arrived 
in town last spring just about a fort- 
night too lat® to be eligible then, but 
after a year it still remains a formid- 
able entry. This is Rose Franken’s 
vignette of American family life. 

“Both Your Houses” is a more re- 
cent entry, an attack by Maxwell An- 
derson upon. our national legislative 
system. This erstwhile author of 
“What Price Glory” has not been ten- 
der in his sareastic cartoon of the 
gentlemen on Capitol Hill. 

Close. upon these two as candidates 
will be Katharine Cornell’s new ve- 
hicle, ‘“‘Alien Corn.” In this Sidney 
Howard sketches the drab, barren life 
of a few intellectuals marooned in the 
desert of a small mid-western college.

Georgia Congressmen 
Swamped by Applications 
for Patronage Places. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—More 
than a month after the inauguration 
of the new. Roosevelt administration, 
applicants for federal patronage jobs 
in Georgia are still flooding Wash- 
ington with letters of indorsement and 
personal appeals. ) 

Individual members of the state 
congressional group are literally be- 
ing’ swamped with such communica- 
tions. So heavy has the patronage 
mail grown, in fact, that the several 
congressmen and two senators from 
the state would be unable to perform 
their official duties if they undertook 
personally to handle the voluminous 
correspondence, 4 

In 2 moment of despair, a high offl- 
cial of the administration is quoted 
as saving “everybody in the state of 
Georgia is a candidate for a job.” 
What he-said, of course, was intended 
only' as a proper exaggeration of a 
near-truth. It is indioative somewhat 
of the situation as it exists. 

The flood of Georgia candidates 
started the day after the November 
election. showed the democratic party 
to have been swept into power again 
after 12 years of republican rule. 
Since then the flow has increased 
rather than diminished. 

Georgia democrats evidently are 
proceeding on the idea that they are 
entitled to preferred treatment be- 
cause President Roosevelt makes his 
part-time home in the state. At any 
rate, there are féw important posi- 
tions in the federal structure at 
Washington and elsewhere for which 
one or more Georgia applicants have 
not come forward. 

To make the work of the congres- 
sional delegation harder, the appli- 
cants as a rule not only keep up a 
steady correspondence themselves but 
cause innumerable indorsements of 
their candidacies to be sent in. Each 
indorsement has to be acknowledged 
and presented to the proper depart- 
ment head. Actually the amount of 
labor involved is enormous in the ag- 
gregate. But for ample and efficient 
secretarial faculties, the task would be 
too great for any one congressman or 
senator. : . 

The delay of the administration in 
taking up the quéstion of patronage 
is another factor that has caused in- 
dividual members no little worry and 
eoncern. 

Postmaster-General Farley, who is 
patronage arbiter of the administra- 
tion, is evidently determined not to 
pass out the jobs until. the president's 
executive program is put through con- 
gress. Only a few crumbs have been 
dispensed from the pie counter thus 


ar. 

All of this means duplication of ef- 
fort by the various congressmen, who 
later will have to go through the 
same process of iob seeking for their 
constituents, when the postmaster-gen- 
eral gets ready to talk business. 

In the meantime, the state delega- 
tion as a whole, it seems safe to say, 
would appreciate a let-up from the 
candidates. It is getting to the point,. 
in fact. where they will have to have 
a breathing spell if they are to carry 
on. The strain has been nerve wrack- 
ing. 
7 eiiteante for the several hundred 
postmastership jobs in the state could 
save themselves and the delegation a 
lot of trouble by not pressing their 
Claims if they only knew it. Most of 
the postmasterships come under civil 
service, which means that eligibles will 
have to be determined by an examina- 
tion before an appointment is in order. 
In such cases, therefore, indorsements 
are entirely out of order until the ap- 
plicant has been declared one of the 
three highest elizibles by the civil 
service commission.

A cordon of teachers, 
shouting and waving banners, formed 
around the. speakers’ platform and 
prevented the speeches. The flag was 
raised eventually, to the accompani- 
ment of the National Anthem, 

When the mayor finally reached 
the platform, the ceremony was over. 
The teachers booed him. 

The acting mayor was shouted down 
also when he attempted to address 
the throng that pushed into city hall. 
Calls of “Pay us or resign” kept him 
from speaking.

This house, while small is compact, and not an inch inside will go 


to waste. 


Compactness is perhaps the most 
notable feature of this small house 
of Georgian type. There is scarc'y 


an inch of waste space to be found 
anywhere, 

By planning the interior carefully, 
the architect also has managed to 
provide rooms surprisingly large for 
a house only 30 feet square. 

There is, for example, a living room 
15 by 20, and a dining room 13 by 
15, with a kitchen only a little 
smaller, The nook made by the 
kitchen entry is utilized inside the 
kitchen as a dining alcove. 

Upstairs three rooms are pro- 
vided, the owner’s being’ unusually 
large and well ventilated. The three 
rooms are served by one bath, and

are generously provided with closet 
space. 

The bath’s location in the gable 
makes possible the adjacent closet 
and the upstairs hall without taking 
space from the adjoining bedrooms.

Georgia D.A.R. Place Bookplates 
In Library at Constitution Hall 


By MRS. SIDNEY 0. SMITH, 
of Gainesville, State Editor. 


One of the interesting and appro- 
priate observances of Georgia’s Bi- 
centennial anniversary is the placing 
of historic bookplates in the Georgia 
books in the library at Constitution 
hall by the Georgia D. A. R. The 
state-wide approval and interest in 
this work is evidenced by the enthusi- 
astic response of the Georgia chapters 
to the request for contributions, $49.35 
having been donated in excess of the 
amount required, 

The work of providing a bookplate 
for the Georgia books was begun by 
Mrs. John S. Adams during her term 
of office as state librarian, and has 
been carried to a successful conclusion | 
by the committee appointed by Mrs. 
Julian McCurry, state regent of Geor- 
gia, for that purpose. The design em- 
bodies many phases of early Georgia 
history. In the upper center appears 
an inset of a photogravure of Gen- 
eral Edward Oglethorpe, founder of 
this state; the shield of Oglethorpe 
is placed on the upper left and is 
balanced on the right by the great 
seal of the state of Georgia. On the 


left of the center inscription, ‘Geor- 
gia D. A ” is placed an Indian | 
figure, representing the original in-'| 
habitants of our domain; on the right 
is a reproduction of the Statue of 
of Liberty. The mottor. “Amor patriae 
patrumque,” carries the thought of 
love of country and of ancestry. In- 
tertwining these and blending them 
into an interesting whole is a deli- 
cate tracery of the Cherokee rose, 
Georgia’s state flower. The bicenten- 
nial idea is expressed in the dates 
1733-1933. 

Some 500 labels have been sent to 
Mrs. Frank Madison Dick, librarian 
general, N. S. D. A. R., and will be 
placed in the Georgia books before 
Continental Congress convenes in 
April. In acknowledging the receipt 
of the bookplates, Mrs. Dick wrote: 
“I wish to express to the Georgia 
D. A. R. my approval and admiration 
for the design, and beautiful senti- 
ment embodying many phases of Geor- 
gia history.”

Mrs. Bates Discusses 
Division of Correction 


In Her Article 


What clubwomen can do to help in 
the division of correction, members of 
Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, are told in a message sent out 
by the state chairman, Mrs. John 
Bates, of Millen. The division of cor- 
rection deals with the problems which 
arise as the result of imprisonment 
as punishment for crime. If prison 
conditions can be improved, the prob- 
lems of adjusting the prisoner to so- 
ciety after his release will not be so 
great. Georgia’s prison system has 
been severely criticized recently. By 
some it has been called a disgrace. 
It is a subject that should be on the 
minds and hearts of every humani- 
tarian and clubwomen can help by 
informing. themselves of conditions 
and becoming a “propaganda commit- 
tee” to spread a sane sentiment for 
reform. 

“We can work toward the classifi- 
cation of prisoners which should be 
determined by physical and mental ex- 
aminations,” says Mrs. Bates. “Insane 
should never be allowed in jail longer 
than a few days and those with con- 
tagious disease should be isolated. 
Juveniles should be separated from 
adults so that they will at least not 
be any the worse for their jail ex- 
periences. Women should be in sep- 
arate quarters and under the super- 
vision of a woman. 

“Proper housing should include fire- 
proof building, sanitary quarters, ade- 
quate bedding, bathing faciliites and 
decent food. Prisoners should be train- 
ed for doing tasks instead of doing 
time. If paid a fair wage for work a 
man has the inspiration of hope. Idle- 
ness is soul destroying. Wardens 
should be men of good character with 
specialized training in handling pris- 
oners. These conditions can be brought 
about more nearly on the state farms 
than in county camps. 

“Clubwomen are urged to maintain 
a friendly, tactful attitude in all in- 
vestigations and talks with officfals, 
but to be firm in convictions and help 
create strong public opinion for the 
improvement of Georgia’s prison sys- 
tem. As clubwomen we can do some- 
thing very practical in working with 
delinquent boys and girls. There was 
46 per cent increase last year in the 
number of children in jails. This fact 
alone should put us into action, Work 
on these projects: Investigate cases 
of children brought to jail or court 
for delinquency. Does the cause of 
delinquency point to community prob- 
lems? Remove cause, if possible, for 
instance, pool halls and other objec- 
tionable places. Offer substitute such 
as playgrounds, Boy and Girl Scouts 
and urge school and Sunday school 
attendance. Conduct county-wide clinic 
for defective children under leadership 
of specialist from Gracewood. Make 
follow-up visits to homes of children 
studied.”

{t must be remembered, however, that 
it is one thing to succeed with a 
smal] experimental rocket and quite 
nother to succeed with one which is 
xig and powerful enough te cross the

Fritz von Opel, a young German 
iutomobile builder and racing driver, 
actually flew a rocket plane three years 
igo. He was in the air tor a little more 
than a minute, flying a mile and a 
quarter at an altitude of approximately 
ifty feet. The machine was wrecked in 
landing, but the pilot was unhurt. The 
uel used was black powder. 

One of the most active of the German 
‘xperimenters is Reinhold. Tilling of 
Jsnabruck. For a time he used powder 
in his rockets, but recently he has 
adopted a liquid fuel. In 1931 he sent 
1 powder rocket to an altitude of more 
than 5,000 feet. It was equipped with 
wings which enabled it to come gliding 
back to earth so gently that it was un- 
damaged. Last summer he repeated the 
experiment with a rocket of somewhat 
different design, which roared through 
the air at a speed of 400 miles an hour. 
When it had expended its energy, at 
an altitude of 3,700 feet. wings opened 
automatically and it drifted back to 
earth. In November he sent up a 
rocket which was propelled by liquid 
fuel, the composition of which he kept 
It went up 2,400 feet.

THE White Slave traffic, while greatly curbed in 
recent years in the United States, still presents 

one of the gravest problems confronting the lau 

enforcement officials of the country. 

In the following article is told for the first time 
the story of how the Bureau of Investigation, of 
the Department of Justice, which has sole juris- 
diction over such violations, is curbing the traffic. 
Several typically exciting cases are presented to 
show the methods of the Federal sleuths in track- 
ing down individuals and “rings” guilty of White 
Slave offenses. 

This is one of a series of articles by a special 
writer who was given the privilege of exploring 
the ramified and nationwide machinery of the 
Bureau of Investigation, including its famous 
private files.

HEN a pretty blonde Finnish gir) went 

before the police of San Francisco recently 

and told an appalling story of having been 
forced into degrading serfdom, it proved a shock 
to those who assumed that “white slavery” is a 
term belonging to a past age or distant land. 

True enough, it no longer is an industry flam- 
boyantly controlled by such powerful vice rings 
it once was, but it exists just the same. There 
may be some citizens prudish enough to prefer 
to shut their eyes tc the fact. but the United 
States Government doesn’t. 

The Bureau of Investigation of the Depart- 
ment of Justice has a vigilant interest in fighting 
violations, particularly in their most vicious form. 
of the White Slave Traffic Act—frequently re. 
ferred to as the Mann Act. To that end every 
one of its twenty-two field offices. as well as its 
— headquarters in Washington. is constantly 
alert. 


HUS, when 20-vear-old Impi Ylonen told police 
that she had been kidnaped by Orientals and 
made a “‘white slave,” Federa] agents became 
vitally interested. Thev began an immediate in- 
vestigation into the charges that a great ring 
operated in and out of San Francisco. At this 
writing the case remains open and therefore in 
compliance with one of the Bureau’s insistent 
rules. it will not be discussed further 
But it can be said that special] agents of the 
U.S. Bureau of Investigation in Philadelphia. for 
instance. have been looking into reports of 
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“White Slave” ring operating between there and 
New York and Camden, N. J., for several months. 
The same might be said of some other localities 
throughout the country. 

The finger of proof cannot always be placed 
upon the guilty, since such rings operate with a 
caution worthy of more legal pursuits. Yet fre- 
quently the government is called upon to investi- 
gate individual cases—and there the special 
agents rarely fail to track down and convict the 
guilty. In a moment! shall set forth a few cases 
that reveal the relentlessness and efficiency with 
which the organization operates in this respect. 

It is important, however, to stress (as I have 
in previous chapters) that this is but one of many 
functions of the U. S. Bureau of Investigation. 
The Bureau is charged with investigating viola- 
tions of the National Bankruptcy Act, anti-trust 
laws, crimes on the high seas and on government 
territory, impersonation of officers, bribery of 
government officials, pardon, parole and proba- 
tion matters, the kidnaping law and other laws. 

This vast power of the Bureau of Investigation 
of the Department of Justice has enabled it to 
serve a very useful purpose. Through its finger- 
print files—the most complete in the world—it 
is able regularly to compile statistics which give 
law enforcement officials a comprehensive pic- 
ture of crime conditions in the nation. 

For instance, study the chart published on 
this page. It is based, of course, only on finger- 
print cases. Divided into age groups, it shows 
exactly at what age crime is most rampant. 
Much has been said by criminologists about youth 
and crime. No one has known until] now, how- 
ever. exactly what age presents the worst record. 


HE precise statistics of the U. S. Bureau of In- 

vestigation show that the boy of 19 years of age 
is the worst offender. And although persons from 
15 to 19 constitute slightly more than 9 per cent of 
our total population, nevertheless persons within 
that age group constituted 20 per cent of the total 
number taken into custody—and fingerprinted—by 
police of the nation last year. 

One out of every ten persons charged with 
felonious homicide was less than 21 years of age. 
Twenty-seven per cent of those taken into cus- 
tody for robbery were minors and 48 per cent of 
those arrested for auto thefts were less than 21 
years of age 

I might add that since the chart on this page 
was compiled ] have received further intensely 
interesting statistics from the U. S Bureau of 
Investigation. covering a full twelve month period 
from February 1. 1932, to January 31, 1933. 

They reveal that the records of 305,095 per- 
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sons arrested were ex- 

amined. Males consti- 
tuted over nine-tenths of 
those arrested. Approxi- 
mately three-fourths of all 
arrests were of persons under 
35 years of age. 

Youths constituted a large 
per centage of those jailed 
for the offenses of auto theft, 
burglary, larceny. Ten per 
cent of the total number of 
persons arrested on the 
charge of violating the Nar- 
cotic Drug Laws were aged 
22,23 and 24. Persons under 
25 years of age constituted 
about 40 per cent of those 
arrested for disorderly con- 
duct and vagrancy. 

There is no escaping the 
fact that the latter condition 
is due to the thousands of 
jobless youths tramping the 
country today. 

There are the figures, which cannot be con- 
troverted, so let the moralists and the criminolo- 
gists and all those concerned with the welfare of 
youth make the most of it.

NOW we turn to another picture of crime with 

which we are more directly concerned in this 
chapter. Of all the women arrested during 1932 
more than 25 per cent were charged with crimes 
involving moral delinquency. 

What does that mean? The squeamish might 
prefer to pass the matter up, but it is too impor- 
tant a problem to the United States Government 
to be disregarded. A great part of that 25 per 
cent can be fraced to violations of the so-called 
White Slave Act. 

“White Slavery,’ contrary to popular assump- 
tion, doesn’t necessarily involve powerful vice 
rings. Indeed, most of the cases that come to the 
attention of the Bureau of Investigation are indi- 
vidual offenses, unrelated to any gang or group. 
They are none the less vicious, however. 


One of the most interesting cases invdlved 
what is perhaps the largest tribe of gypsies in the 
country. The American gypsies, wandering from 
place to place over the highways of the land, 
long have been a source of mystery and wonder. 
There have been more legends and superstitions 
about these nomads than any other class of peo- 
ple. Some of the stories reach the government 
and are immediately investigated. 


There have been stories about gypsies ped- 
dling “love potions” in backward communities 
Another report concerned two gypsy bands en- 
gaged in bitter warfare. They would steal girls 
from rival bands for virtual serfdom.

Tene Bimbo was forced to solve his 
own problems of inter-tribal intrigues, without 
aid from the government. And “Princess X,” 
exonerated and victorious, went back to her 
tribe and—presumably—her husband. 


NOTHEK cunous “ White Slave” case con- 

cerned Jack W. D. Griffith, of New Bedford, 
Massachusetts, self-styled “human fish.” Griffith, 
alias Jack Freith, a salesman, musician, profes- 
sional swimmer and inveterate crook (he had a 
long record to his discredit), made his appear- 
ance suddenly in Austin, Texas. 

He induced the proprietor of a swimming pool 
tu employ him as instructor. He trained boys’ 
and girls’ swimming teams. On the girls’ team 
was a 16-year-old mermaid, daughter of a prom- 
inent local family. The Bureau simply calls 
her “‘Ida."’ Griffith told her he could make a 
world’s champion speed swimmer out of her. 
Being restless, dissatisfied with home conditions 
—and ambitious—she became interested. 

Before her parents ever had a chance to warn 
her, she went off with the “Shuman fish” in a road- 
ster. A $1,000 reward was placed upon his head. 
Meanwhile, the U. S. Bureau of Investigation, 
being apprised uf the disappearance, began a 
vigorous and thoreugh search for Griffith. 

Every police department in the United States 
was notified by the Bureau. A check was made 
of records im the Identification Division of the 
Bureau in Washington and it was found that 
Griffith had a long criminal record He was a 
vicious type. The Austin heiress was in danger 
She must be rescued before it was too late. 

The Bureau of Investigation’s nationwide ma- 
chinery went into efhcient action. Every swim- 
ming pool, musicians’ union, theatrical booking 


agents could not ascer- 
tain. 


NEVERTHELESS, 
every field office 
agent of the Bureau 
was notified by Wash- 
ington to keep on the 
lookout for clues. In 
san Francisco, the spe- 
cial agent learned that 
Griffith had a relative 
living there. This rela- 
tive was placed under 
surveillance. 

One day the special 
agent noticed that the 
relative of Griffith pur- 
chased hosiery in a de- 
partment store. The 
agent followed this 
relative to a shipping 
office. He got a look 
at the name of the con- 
signee on the package. 
it was James Winter, 
1166 Acushnet Ave., 
New Bedford, Mass. 

The special agents in 
New England investi- 
gated “James Winter’ 
and learned that he was in reality, Griffith, the 
human fish himself. Agents stormed the Acush- 
net Avenue address and there found Griffith and 
the girl. They had not been too late. 

Grifith was arrested and pleaded guilty to 
White Slavery charges and was sentenced to a 
term of two and one-half years in the Federal 
Penitentiary at Leavenworth. -Andlda? She went 
back home, regretting that the Federal govern- 
ment had interrupted her great opportunity to be- 
come the world’s champion speed swimmer!

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LL spraying, like Gaul, is

The two parts that we are 

most interested in are 
spraying for the two classes of 
insects, chewing and sucking, and 
the third division is spraying for 
diseases such as mildew, black 
spot, rust, etc. 

It has been only during the 
present century that spraying 
and dusting has been brought to 
the point where it can be handled 
with any ease for the home gar- 
dener.

ful, the practice is not carried on 
generally in that section. 

Here in Georgia, our peach 
growers have seen the amount 
of San Jose scale travel through 
very definite cycles and all the 
parasites that feed on Sans Jose 
scale have traveled through cycles 
of the same intensity, but oppo- 
site peaks. In other words, when 
San Jose scale was at its lowest 
‘bb, about 1915, these parasites 
which feed on the scale were at 
their highest peak. After the scale 
disappeared the parasites were 
unable to procure a living, thereby 
ayving out in large quantities and 
tiving the scale an opportunity 
to replace itself. 

Aimost every year we are af- 
forded the opportunity of watch- 
ing weather conditions have a 
zgieat effect on insects, aphis and 
almost every disease common to 
plants. This winter more insects 
and diseases spores ‘vere killed 
than have been wint:r killed for 
Several years. ‘There are plenty 
of them left and they are already 
appearing—now is the ideal time 
for prevention. 

In spite of the fact that the 
cold weather in March killed a 
creat many of our plants, we are 
very fortunate, for without this 
cold weather our entire wardens 
would have probably been destroy- 
ed by these insects. 


Chewing Insects. 


Because of the method of con- 
trol, we generally combine the 
lapping insects and chewing in-

sects in the same class, calling 
them chewing insects. This is done 
because of the fact that they may 
be controlled in exact’:’ the same 
manner. Except in the case of 
those chewing insects that carry 
on their feeding in protected 
places, such as stem-borers and 
-ane-borers, they may all be con 
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trolled by the use of a stomach 
poison or by powerful contact 
poisons. The two most common 
stomach poisons generally used, 
are arsenate of lead and calcium 
arsenate, although our more old- 
fashioned gardeners like to use 
Paris green. 

Arsenate of lead is generally 
considered better than the other 
two because of the fact that it 
serves as a repellant and has a 
certain amount of fungicide value. 
Most of the sucking insects thrust 
the mouth parts through the out- 
side coating and feed on the 
juices, thus avoiding death, if 
these plants have been sprayed or 
dusted with a stomach poison. 
These poisons may be applied 
either as a dust or as a wet spray. 
the dusting method being the 
easiest *o carry on, while the li- 
quid method is the cheapset and 
in a great many instances, more 
effective. In dusting, the material] 
should be applied in as powdery 
a form as possible, in order that 
it may be applied in a cloud. If it 
is applied as a liquid spray, this 
spray should be as misty as pos- 
sible. 

Sucking Insects. 


Due to the peculiar wa 


y in 
which sucking: insecte feed # is 


necessary that a contact insecti- 
cide of some kind be used. The 
standard insecticide for these in- 
sects is nicotine-sulphate, and is 
generally offered in a commercial 
way on a 40 per cent solution. This 
is a very powerful contact spray 
and will kill the common insects 
end wnleant jice. if apnlied at the 


i 
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rate of one ounce to six gallons 
of water. 

Several oil sprays are prepared 
for dormant use for killing suck- 


ing insects and aphis, and to pre- 
vent to a certain extent aphis 
eggs. Pyrethrum, either in liquid 
or powder form, has the power of 
giving off gas which paralyzes or 
asphyxiates insects. These are not 
sufficiently concentrated to be 
dangerous to animals or man. 
Pyrethrum sprays may also be 
used on cheving insects but must 
be applied in a more concentrated 
solution as they are harc:r to 
asphyxiate than are the common 
plant lice. 
Fungicides. 


There is a very interesting story 
connected with the discovery of 
Bordeaux Mixture as a control 
for fungus diseases on plants. 

It seems that in Bordeaux there 
were a great many grape orchards. 
It also was true at that time, dur- 
ing the 19th century, that there 
were a great many little boys and 
that these boys and those grapes 
were attracted to each other to 
the misfortune of the owners of 
the grape orchards. For some rea- 
son, one of the owners of one of 
the vineyards had some copper 
sulphate and he dysted it on his 
grape vines in order that the

Red Spider. 


There is probably more trouble 
from red spider on the evergreens, 
particularly the cedars, 
around the home, than any other 
one insect or disease that attacks 
these plants. To control these ef- 
fectively, it is necessary to spray 
them several times with a good 
oil emulsion spray. These insects 
only attack the under side of the 
leaves under a delicate silken 
web, there they feed by sucking 
the juices. These may be controll- 
ed in addition to the use of oil 
emulsion sprays, by dusting heavi- 
ly with sulphur. When they attack 
cotton plants farmers generally 


mends a mixture of socium arse- 
nic in a solution about five per 
cent. This must be applied in a 
very misty spray under as high 
pressure as possible.

To cards figure in the 
story. One bears the pic- 
ture of a shrouded skele- 

ton with a scythe and the 
word “Death” in five foreign 
languages. Another contains & 
drawing of a woman kneeling at 
a tombstone and the word pre- 


sumed to be “Widow” in the same 


five languages. And the third 
shows a man representing “Law- 
yer.” 

These cards were supposedly 
dealt Mrs. Vera Carl, wife of a 
Chicago grocer. by a fortune tell- 
er rniamed Madame Susie Ballo. 
Mr. Carl was clive at the time. 

But he did not survive the al- 
leged prediction long. On the eve- 
ning of July 16, 1932, Mrs. Carl 
and her 9-year-old son, Dorn, 
visited her mother and sister and 
returned home at about 9 o'clock 
to find the grocer shot to death in 
the rear of the store. The cash 
register was open and _ several 
cotns were on the floor. The po- 
lice, after a quick examination. 
decided it was murder committed 
during a robbery. 

Car! had been shot twice. once 
on each side of the head. This 
struck Lieutenant Herbert Burns 
as a rather odd circumstance— 
why two shots and why once from 
the right and once from the left? 
Veteran police officers work by 
patterns, as it were. and this cir- 
cumstince did not seem to fit into 
the pattern of a holdup murder, 

Moreover, Carl had not been 
killed in the store proper but in 
the rear, in the kitchen. 

Burns talked to the distressed 
widow and to her son. Young 
Dorn recalled that a fortune tell- 
er had predicted his father’s 
death. The officers’ eyes opened 
wide. 

“Where'd you hear this, son?” 
he inquired. 

“T heard my mother tell my 
father about it.” 

Lieutenant Burns. you can 
imagine, was most interested in 
this. He did not believe in fortune 
tellers. More and more he began 
to suspect that this crime had not 
been committed by holdup men. 
To him a predicted murder meant 
a prearranged murder. 

The widow's brother, Ivan Gri- 
lec, a communist, came in, Ques- 
tioned, he said he had been in a 
gambling house all evening. He 
named the place but could not 
give the name of anvone there 
who could identify him or would 
prove his alibi. 

Officer Burns’ suspicions mount- 
ed. and he reported to his superior 
that night that the Car! case had 
some queer angles which would 
bear investigation. 


. > . . 


A determined investigation be- 
gan the next morning. First of 
all. what about insurance? Mrs. 
Car], 36, a high school graduate 
who had met the grocer, eight 
years her senior, while she was 
studying to be a teacher, said she 
didnt know how much insurance 
he had carried. Grilec also said 
he didn’t know. The latter had 
once been employed by the com- 
pany in which Carl was insured. 
The police learned that the 
brother-in-law was a chronic bor- 
rower and owed mostly everyone 
he knew. He was not working. 

The police also learned that the 
grocer had been insured for, $5,000 
straight life, but a few months 
previously he had been induced to 
change this to a §7,500 policy that 
paid double in the event of death 
by violence or accident. 

“Isn't it true that you were dis- 
charged for misappropriation of 
insurance collections?” Deputy 
Coroner Chris McGarigle asked 
Grilec at the inquest. The witness 
surprise all with the reply: 

“That's an irrelevant question 
and I refuse to answer.” 

He admitted he had persuaded 
his brother-in-law to withdraw 
$500 from a bank and turn the 
money over to him, although he 
then owed Carl $1,000. Asked 
about numerous other ‘debts, he 
said stiffiv. “That has no. bearing 
on the case and I refused to an- 
swer. 

Mrs. Car! went into hysterics re- 
peatediy. She collapsed when she 
beheld her husband's body a* the 
undertaking establishment, and 
later in the inquest room. She 
wept streams as she sat in the 
witness chair, attended by her 
mother. Mrs. Mary Grilec. 

However, she verified the for- 
tune-telling story. Madame Ballo 
had told her, she said that she 
would soon be a widow, and that 
she would have difficulty with the 
law. Asked why she had not call- 
ed the police as soon as she found 
the body in the kitchen, she said 
she had called a doctor instead. 

Young Dorn was placed on‘ the 
Stand. In response to questions. 
he said that on the Friday >efore 
the murder he heard his mother 
tell his father that she was going 
to be a widow soon “because a 
fortune teller had told her so.” 

Did she tell it to you?” asked 
Coroner Frank J. Walsh. 

“No, to father.” 

At Us point the widow's hys- 
terics caused a postponement of 
the inquest. Mrs. Carl appeared 
to be overcome with grief. 

Detectives had been keeping 
ears open as friends and 
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neighbors whispered together. As 
the hearing adjourned several 
mourners present were taken into 
custody. Among thém was John 
Milosic, 50-year-old widower. 

Milosic, a roofer by trade and 
an active communist, was, it ap- 
peared, a very close friend of the 
widow. 

. - + a 

Meanwhile the police had been 
investigating Madame Ballo. Since 
the tragedy the lady had received 
quite a deal of publicity which had 
swelled her up gonsiderably and 
brought her lots of new business. 
Housewives had been calling on 
her in droves, asking for a peek 
at the future. 

Also, a girl reporter, looking 
very gullible, had visited madame 
to discover just how clever she 
was at this prediction stuff. 

Madame Ballo scored a bulls- 
eye first shot—she stated that her 
pretty client was unmarried. Then 
she said “Your sweetheart is a 
big man.” which was an error. 
She turned some more cards and 
informed the young woman that 
she would marry a rich man but 
that “the other man” would try 
to prevent the wedding. Also, she 
was going to travel, a letter was 
on the way to her with good news, 
and welcome visitors would soon 
call on her. 

The jack of spades came up. 
“Beware of a dark man,” said 
madame. 

A card with a horseshoe. “Good 
luck is in store for you, my child.” 

The girl reporter went back to 
her city editor and reported that 
Madame Ballo was the bunk. 

But the police, working on their 
angles in the case, 
Milosic, the friend of the Carls, 
was also a friend and patron of 
the woman with the odd pack of 
cards. 

Gossips of the neighborhood re- 
ported that the roofer had been 
heard to address the grocer’s wife 
as “sweetheart.” So, too, it was 
reported to the police, had John 
Petlack, a neighboring store-keep- 
er. But Milosic appeared to have 
the edge. 

But facts and not neighborhood 
suspicions are néeded in murder 
prosecutions, so the police were 
compelled to proceed slowly and 
carefully. They felt that various 
circumstances—the two shots in 
the head, the switched insurance 
policy, the fortune-telling’ story, 
the apparent love-rival—all com- 
bined to form a sequence of sus- 
picious clues. 

Coroner Walsh decided to try 
the “lie detector,” which registers 
blood pressure reactions during the 
questioning of a suspect, on Mrs. 
Carl. The inked needle of the in- 
strument leaped when the widow 
was asked whether Ivan had killed 
her husband. 

“No, no!” she shrieked. “I'm 
positive of that! I'd hang before 
I'd say that!” 

However, an unnamed witness 
had, according to the police, shat- 
tered Ivan Grilec’s alibi. Lieuten- 
ant Burns said that the witness 
had seen Grilec in the neighbor- 
hood of the Carl store at about 
the time of the murder. 

The coroner's jury decided there 
was probable cause to suspect Mrs. 
Carl and her brother of complicity 
in the murder. Accordingly they 
were held for the grand jury. The 
latter body decided that there was 
no incriminating evidence and a 
“no bill” was voted instead of an 
indictment. Brother and _ sister 
were freed. 

That was August 6, three weeks 
after the murder. 

Mrs. Carl collected the $15,000 
insurance and her brother Ivan 
after that appeared to have less 
reason than ever to work. The 
case passed out of the news. 


We pick up the story months 
later, the latter part of last month. 
As the police tell the story, two 
friends of the slain George Car] 
—they were Joseph Fess, 26, an 
unemployed laborer, and Edward 
Veselka. 28, also unemployed—re- 
turned from California where they 
had been for several months fol- 
lowing the tragedy. An acquaint- 
ance met Veselka, they talked, and 


. the conversation got around to 


the Carl case. 

“Why didn’t you go to the fu- 
neral?’’ the friend asked. 

Veselka seemed nonplussed. The 
friend decided that his chance re- 
mark had frightened the man, so 
he tried a random shot. “The po- 
lice want to question you,” he said. 

Veselka started. “They better 
question Fess instead of me,’ he 
muttered and hurried away. 

This little incident reached the 
ears of Sergeants Charles Priby] 
and Burt Gray, who had worked 
on the Carl investigation, later 
being transferred to the state at- 
torney’s office. The officers took 
Veselka into custody and learned 
whom he meant by Fess and 
where Fess was to be found. 

Fess, too, was arrested. and soon 
the police announced that they 
had confessed. 

Fess admitted firing the shots, 
according to the police: Veselka 
admitted throwing the revolver in- 
to the drainage canal; and joint- 
ly they named Milosic as the man 
who had instigated the cold-blood- 
ed crime. Milosic, they said, had 
offered Veselka $500 to kill Carl 
and Veselka said he refused and 
recommended Fess, who agreed to 
do the job for $800. 

Veselka. according to the police. 
had obtained $160 in 85 and $10 
bills from Milosic up to the time 
Mrs. Carl collected the insurance. 
Then he was given $800 more 
which he gave to Fess and both 
shook the dust of Chicago from 
their feet and went to California. 

Now Milosic was arrested. Con- 
fronted by the other prisoners,

“Did Mrs. Carl know you were 
going to have Car! killed?’ asked 
Charles 8. Dougherty, assistant 
state’s attorney, who had been 
placed in charge of the case. Ac- 
cording to the police, the answer 
to this question was: 

“Yes. I told her I was going to 
get him out of the way'and she 
asked me who was going to do it.

Mrs, Carl was brought before 
Dougherty. He told her the others 
had confessed and implicated her. 

“I swear to you I know nothing 
about this plot to murder my hus- 
band,” she declared, her right 
hand upraised.

Dougherty asked what she had 
done with the money she had re- 
ceived. Paid debts, she told him. 
The prosecutor knew that she had 
spent more than $10.000 of the 
original $15,000 and that about 
$1,000 had gone to her brother. He 
inquired what had become of the 
balance. She spoke of other debts. 

Mrs. Carl could not be shaken 
from her insistence that she was 
guiltless. 

Next the card-reading lady, 
Madame Ballo, came before the 
prosecutor. She was expected to 
boast of her amazing powers, and 
She did, at length. But she added 
a word or two regarding M:s. Carl 
which struck Mr. Dougherty as 
most interesting. 

She related that Mrs. Carl had 
told her she was going to the hos- 
pital and wanted to know if she 
would come out of it alive. Ma- 
dame Ballo said the turning of 
the three fateful cards was in- 
cidental to the matter of getting 
an answer to Mrs. Carl's question. 
(Mrs. Carl incidentally did not go 
to the hospital.) 

Dougherty’ asked the fortune 
teller if Milosic had arranged the 
whole matter. including the pre- 
diction of widowhood. Madame 
Balia stated decidedly that he had 
not. 

“Well.” said Dougherty to his 
associates, “I guess we have a 
little more now than we did be- 


fore to place before the grand 
jury.” 

The grand jury readily agreed. 
Indictments were voted against 
the five, Veselka being indicted 
aS an accessory, and the others 
being accused individually and 
collectively as principals in the 
murder, 

That was March 2, and Dough- 
erty said he would demand trial 
within 30 days. 

Until then 36-year-old Vera 
Carl will remain in the Cook 
county jail, while Charles Dough- 
erty, who has an imposing record 
as a prosecutor, studies up on the 
black arts. 

“I’m no fortune teller,” he says, 
“but I think I can safely predict 
that there will be a few convic- 
tions in this case.” 

Which remains to be seen.

HE only bluff that pays in 
contract in the long run is 

a bluff that cannot per- 
manently deceive your 
partner. A psychic bid may, on a 
few occasions. save a game or 
slam cheaply, but if you have a 
reputation for psychic bids, you 
will lose two games through your 
partner fearing to support your 
sound bids for every game you 
Save by deceiving your opponents, 
and you must count in the grue- 
some penalties when you fail to 
deceive your opponents. The same 
principle applies to false-carding. 
Once a player gets a reputation 
for continual false-carding, his 
opponents will never be deceived 
and his partner will always be in 
doubt. The most usual false-card 
is the lead of the deuce in no- 
trump from a long suit. You hope, 
perhaps, that South will not trou- 
ble to hold up his guard in the 


suit, placing you with only four 


cards in it. For example, in the 
hand below, submitted by C. E. 
Young, of England, the cards were 
dealt as follows: 

South—Dealer. 

East and West vulnerable. 


South was the declarer at a con- 
tract of three no-trump, against 
which West, who had maintained 
silence through the auction, led 
the diamond 2. South mistakenly 
assumed that as the suit was ap- 
parently one of only four cards 
there was nothing to be gained by 
the hold-up. In consequence, he 
was defeated 3 tricks, as East and 
West made 5 diamond tricks and 
two aces. Had he held up until 
the third round, he would have 
made game, losing only two dia- 
mond tricks and the two aces 
in the East hand. 

This ruse, however, as Mr. 
Young points out. has little chance 
of success not only because most 
players hold up instinctively when 
they have tricks to lose in any 
event in the suit, but because their 
partners are likewise apt to be 
misied and may not return the 
suit. 

Here is an exceptional bluff, 
which can only deceive the enemy 
and which has a fair chance of 
success.

My good friend, Walter “Malo- 
wan, thinks that impetuous youth 
at the contract table is always 
seeking something new, attempt- 
ing perhaps to “gild the lily.” As 
an example of what he thinks are 
some very serious faults of the 
younger generation, he writes as 
follows: 


“A coterie of younger brid_: ex- 
perts has been experimenting for 
a few months with the idea of 
passing very strong hands, first 
and second hand, and to open 
third or fourth hand on’ prac- 
tically any hand, sometimes de- 
void of even a single sure trick, 
It is in accord with these ideas 
that, even when partner has oven- 
ed the bidding, they cont iue to 
underbid while expecting partner 
almost never to let the bidding 
die and to rebid the same values 
indefinitely. Playing recently in 
a duplicate game with one of the 
younger experts, we held the fol- 
lowing hands:

“T was sitting South and was the 
dealer. With the opponents al- 
ways passing, the bidding pro- 
ceeded as follows:

“Once my hand was exposed, my 
partner was quite upset that I 
should have passed the two no- 
, trump bid. As it happened. four 
no-trump was a lay-down. North's 
bidding, of course, was very faulty. 
His response to my spade bid 
should have been two no-trump. 
My hand was so weak that I 
would have been entitled to pass 
even his two club bid, yet I gave 
North a chance to rectify his 
original underbid, as I was fairly 
well acquainted with his ideas, 
but at least he should have bid 
three no-trump after my two- 
diamond bid. or perhaps three 
spades, in which case I would 
have bid three no-trump.
